The claimed subject matter is obvious from the prior art (PCT 
Article 33(3) ), because the latter teaches the use of polyurethane 
gel coats such as Adiprene L167/MOCA for production of coated epoxy 
resin composite materials (see, for example, the text passages 
mentioned in the search report from D2) , and the further 
modification of the gel coats with relatively high-molecular-weight, 
and/or with low-molecular-weight polyols, e.g. tetraethylene glycol 
or tripropylene glycol, appears to be a routine matter, since, for 
example, Adiprene L167 has relatively high content of free 
diisocyanate (see, for example, Dl, claim 1, column 4, lines 32 to 
39 and column 9, lines 56 to 62) . A person skilled in the art would 
have made a similar analysis from documents D3 and D4 (see the text 
passages mentioned in the search report) . It should also be noted 
that high-molecular-weight polyols are usually not uniform, a 
consequence being that polyols of .this type normally also comprise 
low-molecular-weight polyols according to the application.
